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REMARKS 



Claims 1, 6-9, and 17-43 were pending in the application. By this paper, Applicant has 
cancelled Claims 1, 6-9, and 37-43 without prejudice, and added new Claims 44-55. 
Accordingly, Claims 17-36 and 44-55 are presented for examination herein. 



Allowed and Allowable Subject Matter 

Per the Office Action, Claims 17-36 stand allowed. 

Also, Claims 9, 38-40, 42-43 were objected-to, but would be allowable if recast in 
independent form including all limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 



■ Claim 54 corresponds generally to objected-to Claim 43. 
Accordingly, no new matter has been added. Applicant submits that the foregoing claims 
overcome the Examiner's objections, and are in condition for allowance. 

20 Double Patenting 

In response to the Examiner's non-statutory double-patenting rejection of pages 2-4 of 
the Office Action, Applicant submits herewith a terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 
1.321. Applicant respectfully submits that this disclaimer overcomes the Examiner's double- 
patenting rejection.
